Bleak day for the

IT was a bleak day for the 

non-league clubs in the 
F.A. Cup battles with 
league opposition on 
Saturday. 

None of them recorded a 
victory but two at least 
managed to draw. Pride of 
place must go to Northern 
Premier League side Goole 
Town. They had the toughest 
tie of the round at Wrexham, 
the Third Division 
pacesetters who have met 
some of the world’s best 
clubs in European football.
